Out of L. A. 
to Country 


PERRIS, Calif. (AP) - More 


than 1,000 Negro families who 
left crowded Los Angeles com- 
munities seeking a quieter life 
and a better environment for 
their children 
evidently have 


found both in Riverside Coun- 
ty's Perris Valley. 


Negroes have been buying 2Vz 


and 5-acre lots in the Perris 
Valley, 75 miles southeast of 
Los Angeles, since 1925, but the 
greatest influx has taken place 
over... the past several, years, 
particularly 
after 
the Watts 


riots in August 1965. 


"We decided to get out of LA 


because kids where we lived 
were running dope," said Rob- 
ert Markham, who moved his 
family into a home west of Per- 
ris. 


Markham and his wife, Mary, 


have a son in the Army, a 
daughter, 18, at San Bernardino 
Valley College, and a daughter, 
16, at Perris High. 


Six years ago the Community 


Association of Perris, Inc., was 
formed to bring about improve, 
ments.

130 Billion 
Federal Cost 
for 1966-67 


By KARL R. BAUMAN 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - The 


federal government may spend 
as much as $130 billion in the 
present fiscal year and perhaps 
$140 billion in the bookkeeping 
year beginning July 1, govern- 
ment experts speculate. 


The experts foresaw today 


expenditures in the range of 
$127 billion to $130 billion this 
fiscal year compared with Pres- 
ident Johnson's budget estimate 
of $113 billion last January. 


If spending goes as high as 


$130 billion this year, these ex- 
perts said, the budget could go 
$10 billion higher next fiscal 
year. But they described the 
$140 billion figure as specula- 
tive. They gave no revenue esti- 
mates for fiscal 
1968, which 


begins next July 1. 


While spending is up sharply 


from the January estimate, the 
income picture is brighter. Ex- 
perts now estimate revenues for 
the present year at $117 billion 
or more, an increase of $6 bil- 
lion over the January estimate. 


Assuming spending of $130 


billion and income of $117 bil- 
lion, there would be a budget 
deficit of $13 billion for this 
year. 


Defense 
spending, including 


the war in Viet Nam, accounts 
for 
about $10,'billion of the 


spending increase, experts said. 
Higher Interest rates on fi- 
nancing the national debt and 
the tight money situation ac- 
count for another $5 billion of 
the increase, they said. 


They feel that tight money 


puts an added strain on govern- 
ment lending agencies and has 
forced the postponement of sale 
of some federal securities to 
private investors. 


Johnson said earlier this week 


that he did not expect to decide 
until around the end of the year 
on whether to ask Congress for 
an income tax increase.

Jordan King 
Airs Enmity 
to Israel 


Editor's note — AP corre- 


spondent 
Roy Essoyan inter- 


viewed King Hussein of Jordan 
today on the current crisis in 
the Middle East following an 
Israeli raid on Jordanian border 
villages and violent demonstra- 
tions in Jordan. Here is his re- 
port of the exclusive Interview.

AMMAN, 
Jordan (AP) - 


King Hussein of Jordan told The 
Associated Press today the Mid- 
dle East is on the brink of an 
explosion more dangerous to 
world peace than the Suez crisis 
of 1956. 


His warning was directed at 


Israel, the Arab world and the 
West. 


He said his armed forces 


would strike back at Israel — 
"and strike extremely hard" — 
if Israel attacks again across 
the armistice line. 


"Our patience is at an end 


and we won't stand for any fur- 
ther aggression," he said in an 
interview at the royal palace in 
Amman. 


Hussein said "there was no 


justification whatsovever" to Is- 
rael's claim that it was retaliat- 
ing 
against 
terrorist 
raids 


across the border when it raided 
Samua and two other Jordanian 
frontier villages Nov. 13. The 
raid set off violent demonstra- 
tions in west Jordan demanding 
arms against 
Israel and de- 


nouncing the government for 
the weakness of its border de- 
fenses. 


The d i s t u r b a n c e swere 


brought under control, possibly 
temporarily, only when troops 
of Hussein's tough Arab Legion 
moved into the area. The army 
so far has remained loyal to its 
31-year-old 
Sandhurst-trained 


monarch, as it has through oth- 
er crises of his 14-year reign. 


Hussein charged some of his 


Arab neighbors were serving 
Communist ends by calling for 
his overthrow. 


Hussein has enjoyed plenty of 


popularity among liis people, 
especially when he has espoused 
Arab nationalist causes, but his 
pro-Western policies are op- 
posed by his neighbors in Syria 
and the United Arab Republic 
and do not arouse the enthusi- 
astic support of the Arab mass- 
es. 


"I hope our friends in the free 


world will realize what is at 
stake here today," the king 
said. "The tensions built up by 
the events of the last two weeks 
have created the most explosive 
situation since the Suez crisis of 
1956, and the results could be 
even more devastating to the 
free world." 


He said Jordan was threat- 


ened on three fronts — by Isr- 
ael, by the threats and propa- 
ganda attacks of some of its 
Arab neighbors, and by Com- 
munist and pro-Comrnunist sub-

Behavior of 
Humans Takes 
an Odd Turn 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


possibility that anthropologists 
have unwittingly discovered an 
aspect of human behavior which 
Could unlock the doors to world 
peace is under some dlscusssion 
here, 


A number of studies have ac- 


cumulated in government ar- 
chives which show that some 
primitive peoples work off frus- 
trations by banging the ground 
with sticks. 


The significance of this activi- 


ty for modern man was almost 
universally overlooked until a 
political science student detect- 
ed the extraordinary parallel 
between ground-pounding and 
the modern game 
known as 


golf. 


From this he has postulated 


— tentatively — the theory that 
a nation's peace-loving quotient 
can be accurately established 
by counting the numbers en- 
gaged in golf. 


Preliminary investigation In- 


dicates that where golfing is 
widespread no dictatorship can 
long survive. The anonymous 
scientist's initial findings are 
impressive and are here report- 
ed for the very first time. 


For example, there are no 


known golf courses in the Soviet 
Union, Red China, Poland, Ro- 
mania, 
Bulgaria 
or 
Albania. 


The number of courses in once- 
democratic Czechoslovakia has 
been reduced to two and they 
are primarily for the use of de- 
cadent Western diplomats. 


The Communists 
reportedly 


object to golf on the grounds 
that it creates capitalistic class 
distinctions. Obviously, anyone 
who plays golf requires consid- 
erable capital. 


Of equal significance is the 


fact that the 
English-speaking 


peoples, who have a long and 
unbroken history of self-govern- 
ment, are the world's most avid 
golfers. 


For example, there are 8,667 


golf courses in the United States 
and around eight million golf- 
ers. The Australians have ap- 
proximately 1,100 golf courses 
and 500,000 practitioners, while 
the English and Scottish coun- 
tryside maintains around 1,000 
courses for 1.5 million golfers. 


The French supposedly have a 


passion for reason and logic, but 
the' fact' remains that their polit- 
ical history has been a turbulent 
one. This is not particularly sur- 
prising, since France has only 
80 golf courses and around 7,500 
golfers. 


One of the rooms at Mera-

GAINESVILLE, Fla. (AP) - 


Frank E. (Pappy) Noel, Asso 
ciated Press photographer who 
earned the Pulitzer Prize in a 
career that spanned four conti- 
nents, died Tuesday night after 
a long illness. He was 61. 


Noel succumbed to a stroke 


almost two months after enter- 
ing J. Millis Miller Medical Cen- 
ter. He underwent brain surgery 
shortly after the stroke. 


Pappy won a Pulitzer Prize in 


1942 
with a dramatic lifeboat 


picture of a Lascar seaman 
begging for water. The shot was 
taken as Noel drifted in a life- 
boat In the Indian Ocean after 
his ship had been torpedoed as 
he fled the surrender of Singa- 
pore. 


Noel had a knack for being 


where the action was. He was in 
Southeast Asia on a round-the- 
world photographic assignment 
when 
the Japanese 
attacked 


Pearl Habor, 


He stayed to cover the Malay- 


an jungle campaign in words 
and front-page pictures. 


He later covered the war in 


Burma and India. After the war 
he was assigned to the Mediter- 
ranean area where he spent 
four years watching the Trans- 
Jordan conflict from behind his 
camera. 


Noel was registered at the 


King David Hotel in Jerusalem 
in 1948 when a terrorist's bomb 
destroyed his 
equipment and 


personal effects. But Noel was 
at the front taking pictures. 


His next assignment took him 


to Berlin where he watched the 
cold war tension develop. The 
Korean War erupted and he was 
on the front lines a month later, 
after volunteering by cable to 
New York. 


Shortly after his arrival, Noel 


was trapped with a Marine out- 
fit near the Changjin Reservoir. 
The Marines fought their way 
free 
and 
Pappy's pictures 


showed the action exclusively in 
newspapers around the globe. 


The Marines commended him 


in a letter to New York and said 
he "personally risked his life 
many times" to get his pictures. 


He continued to photograph 


front line action for two more 
months, scoring repeated beats 
with his graphic account of the 
war. 
Then he was captured 


while attempting to get help for 
a trapped motor convoy. 


Pappy-didn't let" confinement 


in a prison camp prevent him 
from recording the war. A cam- 
era was smuggled to him by AP 
correspondents 
covering the 


truce talks and he managed to 
sneak out photos of captured 
United Nations forces. 


Noel, a native of Dalhart, 


Tex., embarked on his career 41 
years ago with the Chicago Dai- 
ly News. 


Before joining AP in 1937, 


Pappy 
covered the 
Mexican 


revolution as a freelancer. He 
also served as an aerial photog- 
raphy instructor for the Army, 
and was employed by the Wash- 
ington 
Post, 
Wichita Eagle, 


Kansas City Star and Oklahoma 
City News. 


After his release from the Ko- 


rean prison, Noel returned to 
New York. He was sent to Tam- 
pa in 1958 and finished his 
career in Tallahassee, retiring 
last May 14, 


He is survived by his widow, 


Evelyn G. Noel. Funeral ar- 
rangements were pending.
